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‘ALLDS QUITS POST 
AS SENATE LEADER 


Republican Conference Is Called 
for To-Night and May Se- 
lect Successor. 








PLATT LETTERS ARE READ 





Bilis Killed Because Party Leader 
Demanded It, Defense Urges—Lit- 
tleton Assails Bridge Concerns.

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—The features of to- 

day's session of the Senate, sitting in 
Committee’ of the Whole to investigate 
the charges against Senator Allds, were 
the announcement that Allds had resigned 
his post as President Pro Tem. of the 
Senate and majority leader; the outline of 
the defense by Martin W. Littleton, de- 
pending chiefly on letters from Senator 
T. C, Platt, then State leader of the Re- 
publican Party, practically ordering Allds 
to kill the bridge bills, and a ferocious 
attack on the bridge com anies concerned 
as thieves and corruptionists. 
‘The brief sway of Jotham P. Allds as 
President pro tem. and majority leader of 
the Senate came to an end to-day. His 
resignation, which was handed to Lafay- 
ette B. Gleason, Clerk of the Senate, this 
morning, took effect ayomatically the 
moment it was filed. A conference of the 
Republican Senators has been called for 
teemorrow evening, at which the vacancy 
may be filled. Senator George A. Davis 
of Erie, who has presided at the hearings 
on the Allds bribery charges, is being 
talked of for his successor. It may he 
stated authoritatively that no matter 
what comes of the bribery charges, Sen- 
ator Allids will not be restored to his 
forfher position of power. 

The announcement that Senator Allds 
nad resigned was made at the opening 
of the bribery investigation to-day by 
Martin W. Littleton of counsel for the 
accused member of the upper house in a 
statement prefatory to his opening speech 
for the defense. Mr. Littletom gave two 
reasons for the action of his client. One 
was that Senator Allds, who, in his ca- 
pacity of President pro tem, occupied a 
constitutional office, believed a question 
might arise whether his trial would be 
effective unless conducted as for an im- 
peachment by the Senate, and that as a 
result a retrial, which Senator Allds did 
not desire, might become necessary. The 
other reason set forth was that Senator 
Allds desired to save his party and his 
colleagues who are to sit in judgment on 
him from all further embarrassment. 

‘‘t am authorized by Senator Allds,”’ 
said Mr. Littleton, ‘“‘to say to this com- 
mittee that he has presented to the Sen- 
ate through its Clerk his resignation as 
temporary President of the Senate. 

“Thus having stripped himself of any 
advantage which his leadership might 
seem to give him, and having relieved his 
colleagues of any embarrassment which 
the continuance of that leadership might 
impose, he enters upon the prosecution of 
his defense before the Senate.”’ 


Resignation Was Welcome. 


It was learned that the idea of handing 
in his resignation did not originate with 
Senator Allds, but that he acquiesced in 
it readily enough when the proposition 
was made to him. None of the legislative 
leaders would say it 
pressure either from them or from the 
Republican Party leaders, but they madc 
no secret of the fact that no action could 
have been more welcome. 

Senator Alléds would make no comment 
when he learned that steps had been taken 
so promutly to fill his place. This gave 
rise to the suggestion that he had hoped 
the place might be kept open pending the 
outcome of the investigation and that he 
mig be suffered to step back into the 
lead@@ship in case he should be vindi- 
cated. 

“That course is impossible, and I think 
Senator Alids ougnt to appreciate the 
fact,’’ said one ot the Republican Sen- 
aters when it was suggested that there 
might be a string to the resignation of 
Senator Allds. ‘‘ Senator Allds is out for 
good, no matter how this investigation 
ends. The Constitution demands that 
the place must be filled with all rea- 
sonable speed, and we inust comply with 
its provisions even if Wwe were tempted 
to hold the place pending the close of 
the trial. Lesites, we nave no right to 
suspect that Senator Alids intends this 
altogether voluntary action on his part 
to be merely a bluff.’’ 

When the defense of Senator Allis got 
under way this morning it was before 
as large a crowd as ever filled the Sen- 
ate floor and galleries. This audience 
listened with breathless interest to the 
stirring opening speech of Mr. Littleton. 

The investigation began half an hour 
earlier than usual, but Mr. Littleton’s 
address occupied the entire forenoon ses- 
sion. In the afternoon the first witness 
for the defense, Hiram P. Porter, a Sen- 
ate employe, who in 1901 was clerk of 
the Assembly Committee on Internal Af- 
fairs, gave his testimony. It is ecsti- 
mated that at the present rate of progress 
the defense will occupy at least two 
weeks. 


Platt Letters Introduced, 


In the defense as outlined by Mr. Little- 
ton to-day the pressure brought to bear 
by former United States Senator Thomas 
Cc. Platt to kill the Highway bill which 
Senator Conger alleges the bridge com 


panies paid Senator Allds $1,000 to help 
defeat, will be brought forward as the 
one reason which actuated the accused 
member of the upper house in pursuing a 
course with reference to this class of 
legislation diametrically opposed to the 
course he pursued after the bridge com- 
panies met and determined to pay no fur- 
ther tribute. 

In support of his plea Mr. Littleton 
read a series of letters from Senator 
Platt to his client, in which the Repub- 
lican leader, in terms little short of a 
peremptory demand, expressed his desire 
to have kept in the Rules Committee the 
bill the bridge interests spent money to 
defeat. Another feature of the defense, 
as outlined by Mr. Littleton, will be that, 
although the bridge interests had claimed 
that the bills affecting their business in- 
troduced in successive years were strike 
measures introduced to blackmail tnem, 
tne record of ihese concerns showed that 
they had pursued a systematic campaign 
of corrupting Legislatures and town offi- 
cials in many States besides New York, 
and that these practices had been carried 
to a point where President Roosevelt had 
been led to denounce them in a message 
to Congress.

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CAMBRIDGE BANK LOOTED. 


Capital Wiped Out—Bookkeeper Gone 
—Charles W. Eliot a Stockholder. 


BOSTON, Feb. 23.—Following the dis- 
covery that the National City Bank of 
Cambridge had been looted of $144,000, the 
doors of the institution were closed to- 
day by National Bank Examiner Ellis 8. 
Pepper, acting in behalf of the Controller 
of the Currency. Six hours after this ac- 
tion had been taken a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of weorge W. Coleman, the 
young bookkeeper of the bank, whc was 
last heard from in Kansas City a few days 
ago. Coleman is charged with embezzling 
the funds of the institution, which is in- 
solvent, the capital stock of $100,000 and 
the surplus having been wiped out by tke 
defaication. 

Late this afternoon the Controller of the 
Currency appointed ex-Gov. John L. Bates 
of this city receiver. He will liquidate ths 
remaining assets, if a trust company does 
not take them over, as was thought pos- 
sible to-night. 

The bank officials suspected that Coie- 
man’s accounts might be incorrect last 
Thursday, and requested Mr. Pepper to 
go over the books. On Friday Coleman, 
who had learned about the investigation, 
fled from Cambridge. Monday night, how- 
ever, friends received a telegram from 
him dated Kansas City, Mo., stating that 
he would be home to-morrow. 

Mr. Pepper’s examination showed that

|assets was missing. The wrecked bank 
carried deposits .of $127,432, mostly the 
money of small tradesmen. It was organ- 
ized in 1853 and at one time was prosper- 
ous, but for several years its business had 
been declining because of the keen com- 
petition of trust companies. Among the 
stockholders is Charles W. Eliot, Presi- 
aent emeritus of Harvard College. Dr. 
Eliot has ten shares. Under the National 
Banking Laws the stockholders are liable 
to assessment if the assets are not suffi- 
cient to pay the creditors in full. 

The President is Edwin Dresser and the 
other Directors are Sumner Dresser, 
George W. Gale, D. A. Barber, and George 
E. Richardson, F. L. Earl is the cashier. 

Bookkeeper Coleman, who is 27 years of 
age and unmarried, is the son of a Cam- 
bridge business man. He is also Treasurer 
of the Boston branch of the Kissel Car 
Company, a St. Louis automobile concern, 
It is said that he had little of the auto 
company’s money at any time, and so far 
as known that company has lost nothing. 
Coleman maintained two touring cars and 
a kennel of dogs and was regarded as a 
‘‘ liberal spender,”’ 

A depositor of the bank last week ca:ied 
the attention of some of the officials to 
the expensive manner in which Book- 
keeper Coleman was living and the exam- 
ination of his accounts followed.

SAW EMPRESS STABBED. 


Keppler Tells Police He Has Aided in 
Many Anarchist Assassinations.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 23. — After being 
present, according to his own statement, 
at many of the most notorious assassina- 
tions in Europe in the past twenty years, 
and having ceased being an Anarchist, to 
live in peace for a while, Christian Kep- 
pler, 52 years old, a native of Wiirtem- 
berg, Germany, has detHvered himself to 
the police and will go to Washington, D. 
C., for trial. The crime of which he 
Says he is guilty is the theft of a few 
dollars’ worth of clothing in that city. 

Keppler, by his account, turned An- 
archist when he was dismissed from an 
unidentified university in Germany, and 
has been for thirty vears an active mem- 
ber of Anarchist circles. He says he was 
employed for several years as a messen- 
ger between the cities of Europe, and that 
later he acted as aide to several of the 
murderers. : 

He asserts that he was present when 
the Empress Elizabeth of Austria was 
stabbed,*and that the murderer is living 
and is known as Giuseppe Ballabina. He 
was on hand also, he declares, at the at- 
tempt to kill King Alfonso and Queen Vic- 
toria in Madrid, and stood within a few 
feet of a man who threw a bomb con- 
cealed in a bouquet at the royal party. 
He escaped from Spain and went to Ham- 
burg. 

Last May he came/sto America disguised 
as a sailor. He visited friends in New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Boston, and 
then went to Paterson, N. J., where he se- 
cured money to go to Washington. Then, 
he says, he decided to cut loose from the 
Anarchists and came here to work at the 
Hoemer Hotel. A Russian Pole came and 


told him that the “‘ circle’’ in Washington 
had work for him to do. He told his in- 
former that he had quit the Anarchists. 
Later, he says, this Pole returned and 
threatened to tell about the theft of cloth- 
ing unless he paid him to keep still. 

He paid, but determined to give him- 
self up. 

Keppler denies ever having killed any- 
body, but says that it was merely his luck 
that kept him from it. He has a good ap- 
pearance, is well educated, and says he 
can speak eighteen languages and dia- 
lects. He will be held at Police Head- 
se here until Washington is heard 
rom,

MAY BE MURDER IN 
A POLICE CLUBBING 


Mayor Sets Whitman Inquiring 
Into the Death of Sebasto 
Basso in the Bronx. 








BAKER RETURNS TO DUTY 





Says After a Call at City Hall That 
He’s Rather Out of Touch with Af: 
faire—Parkhurst a Mayoral Caller. 


~ 


Mayor Gaynor returned to his desk yes- 
terday and almost immediately had a new 
allegation of police clubbing under in- 
vestigation. As a result it is possible that 
one or more policemen may be indicted 
for homicide. This became known when 
the Mayor sent a communication to Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman informing him 





_that he had unearthed facts tending to 
show that Sabato Basso had died June 


29 following a clubbing received at the 
hands of the police. 

Mr. Whitman sent Assistant District 
Attorney Rubin, head of the Homicide 
Bureau, to the Mayor’s office after re- 
ceiving the Mayor’s communication and 
began an independent investigation im- 
mediately. Mr. Rubin examined only one 
witness yesterday and was reticent con- 
cerning the case. He declined to reveal 
the name of the policeman involved. 

The police records fail to show that any 














policeman was instrumental in the beat; 


actually did result in his death. The 
beating was received in a saloon at 790 
Forest Avenue, the Bronx, on the after- 
noon of June 28 last about 3:30 o'clock. 
He died the next day in his home, 523 
Kast 117th Street, of a fractured skull. 
Basso’s death was investigated immedi- 
ately by Coroner Acritelli. The police 


records at Headquarters say that Will- 
iam Stellwagen, proprietor of the Forest 
Avenue saloon; J. ey Dewald, his bar- 
tender; John A. Hagen of 685 Wales Ave- 
nue, the Bronx, a physical culture in- 
Structor, and Mateo Ginnettasio, a pin- 
boy employed in Stellwagen’s bowling al- 
leys, were arrested by Detectives O’ Mara, 
Repetti, and McCartin. Dewald and Ha- 
gen were held in $5,000 bail pending 
the inquest, and the others were dis- 
charged. 

The files of THr® T1iMES show also that 
by order of Coroner Acritelli Policeman 
Thomas Kelly of the Morrisania Station 
was arrested and committed to the Tombs 
on June 30 charged with being concerned 
in Basso’s death. Rocco Savino, proprie- 
tor of a fruit stand outside the saloon, 
made affidavit that he saw Basso beaten 
till he could not stand by the policeman 
and the three men held in bail. 

According to the police records Coroner 
Acritelli held the inquest on July 12 last. 
At its conclusion ewald and Hagen 
were discharged after the jury had re- 
turned a verdict that Basso met his death 
“by an inadvertent blow at the hands 
of John A. Hayn or John W. Dewald.”’ 

There is no record at Police Headquar- 
ters of the arrest of Policeman Thomas 
Kelly or of his committal to the Tombs 
by the Coroner or or what happened to 
him afterward. 

Before noon yesterday the Mayor 
had talked with Police Commissioner 
Baker, who returned from his va- 
cation yesterday; the Rev. Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst, and Chief Inspector Schmitt- 
berger. Inspector McCafferty of the De- 
tective Bureau also called, but did not 
see the Mavor. Commissioner Baker re- 
mained with the Mayor some time. On 
leaving the City Hall he said that he had 
simply called to pay his respects. He said 
that he had enjoved his vacation, and 
that he had not kept in touch with police 
affairs while he was away. 

Dr. Parkhurst remained with the Mayor 
about three-quarters of an hour, and it is 
supposed that he talked mostly about 
police affairs. When he emerged from 
the Mayor's office the reporters asked 
him a number of questions. 

‘* Not a word, bovs,’’ was his answer. 

Chief Inspector Schmittberger, who was 

the first of the Mayor’s Police Depart- 
ment yisitors, was inside the Mayor's 
office half an hour, and when he came 
out he was just as non-communicative as 
were Commissioner Baker afid Dr. Park- 
hurst. When asked the reason of his visit 
he answered in German, ‘*‘ Nothing do- 
ing.”’ 
McCafferty, the detective chief, said 
when he came out that he had not seen 
the Mayor. It was said he spent his time 
in Secretary's Adamson’s office. 

Later Mayor Gaynor received the re- 
porters, and when asked if the visits of so 
many persons connected with the Police 
Department was to be taken as an indi- 
eation of impending police changes, _he 
said that no such interpretation was to be 
put upon them, and added that when any 
changes are made ander his administra- 
tion they will be made public at the 
proper time. 

Referring to the visit of Dr. Parkhurst 
the Mayor said it was the first time 
that he had ever met the clergyman, al- 
though they have corresponded since the 
election, and Dr. Parkhurst’s call was a 
result of that correspondence. Dr. Park- 
hurst, Mayor Gaynor said, appeared to be 
a man of moderation, and was reasonable 
both in conversation and in suggestion. 
Dr. Parkhurst, he said, had referred to 
police matters, but he did not think it 
proper to state what had been said. 


MORE COMPLAIN OF POLICE. 


Accuser of Others Protests Because of 
Arrest—Priest Defends Prisoners. 


When Victor Lupitz of 148 Third Ave- 
nue was arraigned in the Yorkville Court 
yesterday on the charge of being a com- 
mon gambler he bitterly, complained to 
Magistrate Harris about the actions of the 
police of the Fifth Street Station in ar- 
resting him. 

He said that he had gone to the station 
on Tuesday afternoon and told Capt.

As a resuit of the investigations of the 
milk business in and near New York by 
the Grand Jury and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, a blanket indictment containing 
eight names was handed up yesterday by 
the January Grand Jury to Justice Goff 
in the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court. No names were given out of thos 
who were indicted, but it was eadiseaal 
that they were all Directors of the Con- 
solidated Milk Exchange, a corporation 


which has been engaged in fixing the. 


*“value”’ of milk. 

While this indictment was found here 
Prosecutor Pierre Garven and the Grand 
Jury of Hudson County, N. J., expert- 
enced a foretaste of the difficulties likely 
to beset them in their pursuit of the meat 
packers. Subpoenas had been issued on 
Tuesday for the presentation before the 
Grand Jury yesterday afternoon of the 
minute books of the Directors’ meetings 
of the National Packing Company, Armour 
& Co., and Swift & Co. Not ofie of them 
was obeyed, and Mr. Garven will be 
forced to apply to the Chancellor or. one 
of the Supreme Court Justices to compel 
obedience. If the corporations persist in 
their contumacy he will proceed to de- 
mand the dissolution of the compantes. 

There are seventeen Directors of the 
Milk Exchange, of whom nine testified 
before the Grand Jury, thereby earning 
immunity.

As soon as the 
indictment had been handed up, District 
Attorney Whitman informed the court 
that he greatly appreciated the work and 
the devotion of the Grand Jury, and went 
on:

*“*T ask that they continue their deliber- 
ations a certain time, a@ very short time, 
as there are some matters of public in- 
terest which require the attention of the 


District Attorney, the court, and the 
Grand Jury.” 

Justice Goff suggested that Monday 
would be a good day to which to adjourn. 
District Attorney Whitman assented two 
this, but Foreman Wendell suggested that 
the jury would much rather go right 
ahead immediately. The court would not, 
however, listen to this, and the jurors 
withdrew, apparently in anvugng but a 
pleased state of mind at having to resume 
their work. 

In discussing the matter afterward Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman said that it may 
be that the Grand Jury will find inde- 
pendent indictments against the men al- 
ready covered by the blanket indictment. 
All that would be necessary would be to 
prove that any one of them had taken 
part in the fixing of the value of milk 
by dropping a single ballot to indict him. 
By this means each of them would be 
tried separately, and this would be a 
much more convenient procedure than to 
place all of them on trial together, as 
would be necessary in a blanket indict- 
ment for a misdemeanor. It is also pos- 
sible, said Mr. Whitman, that the pres- 
ent Grand Jury may be asked to take up 
the meat, poultry, egg, and cold storage 
investigations.

READING CUTS EXPENSES. 


Railway Reduces Working Hours In 
Shops on Account of Loss in Revenue. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23.—In the midst 
of the prosperity being reported by rail- 
roads and business interests generally 
came the announcement this afternoon 
that the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
way Company had issued an order reduc-

GRAFT CHARGE IN TRENTON. 


Essex Men Say a Lobbyist Ran a Free 
Bar for Legislators. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 23.—The first 
sensational fight of the present legislative 
session came in the House this morning 
when the bill to allow the people of Belle- 
ville, Essex County. to vote on the ques- 
tion of its being a town came up for fina! 
passage. The Essex men accused “a 
nice man by the name of Hendricks of 
coming down here year by year to oppose 
the measure and entertaining the mem- 
bers with a free bar.’’ 

‘* Mr. Hendricks,’’ the Essex men said,

“While I am dealing with the Panama 
Canal, however, I ought to refer to the 
discrepancy between the estimated cost of 
the enterprise and the actual cost as we. 
are now able to fix it with very consider- 
able accuracy within four or five years 
of its completion, 

‘The estimated cost of the engineering 


and construction of the canal was $139,--. 


700,000. Its actual cost for engineering 
and construction will be $297,000,000, 
increase of about $157,300,000. This in- 


crease is to be explained, first, by the 


very great appreciation in the cost of 
labor and_ material between the time 
when the eStimate was made in 1900 and 
the time when the work was done, be- 
tween 1904 and 1900.- 

*“Second, by the fact that the canal 
has been enlarged substantially beyond 
the original dimensions estimated for. 
You know that the great work of excava- 
tion in the canal is called the Culebra 
Cut. This is where the backbone of the 
continent, reduced to its lowest height, is 
cut through in order to permit the flowin 
of the canal; and through five miles o 
that cut, which altogether is about nine 
miles long. for purposes of economy the 
original plan and estimate made the bot- 
tom of the canal in the rock 200 feet wide. 

“This would not enable two of the larg- 
est steamers to pass each other in the 
canal with any degree of safety, and 
would require that one of them should tie 
up to the bank while the other went by. 


In order to avoid this delay in that part | 


of the canal it has been thought wise to 
increase the bottom width from 200 to 
300 feet In a place and in material that of 
course make the change most expensive. 
So, too, in order that the canal may be 
adapted to the largest size of steamers 
possible, the dimensions of the six locks 
have been increased from 900 feet, usable 
length, by 90 feet width, to 1,000 feet, us- 
able length, and 110 feet width. This 
was done at the instance of the Navy De- 
partment, on the ground that they could 
look forward in the future and see vessels 
of a beam exceeding 100 feet. 


Changes in the Canal, 


| Government that go into permanent !m- 
provements and that may be reduced one 
year must be increased another, and the 
actual routine cost of administration.

“JT am unable to confirm these state- 
ments as to exact amount, but I am very 
sure that a conservative, prudent, and 
feariess commission could make a most 
material reduction in the cost of admin- 
istering the Government. 


Congressional Opposition. 


“They will find opposition in Congress 
to every change recommended, because 


there is no branch or bureau so humble 
that it cannot secure its adherents and 
defenders within the legislative halls. But 
if by the totals that it shows this com- 
mission shali justify sts existence, it is 
probable that it can secure a mafority 
sufficient to carry through its proposed 
reforms.

Presbyterians to Use the Old 14th 
Street Building for Trades 
Union Meetings. 


LONG A PLACE OF WORSHIP 











Minister Will Be a Unionist and Prob- 
lems of the Working Classes 
Will Be Discusséd. 


In an effort to league the cause of 
Christian fellowship with the organiza- 
tion of trades unions among working 
people the Presbyterian Church of this 
city has decided to install a trades 
unionist Minister in a Labor Temple to be 
established in the old Fourteenth Street 
Presbyterian Church, recently vacated on 
account of the consolidation of its con- 
gregation with the Thirteenth Street 
Church. 

The venture is being undertaken as an 
experiment in a new substitute for instftu- 
tional efforts on the lower east side, and 
it is made possible through the fund pro- 
vided to the church by the will of John 8, 
Kennedy. The sum of $10,w0 a year for 
two years has been taken from this fund 
as a rental fee for the church building, 
occupancy to date from April l. 

The Labor Temple will be in charge of 
the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions, 
and its first services will be held on Sun- 
day, April 3. A trades unionist. advocate 
will preach on that date a sermon for 
working people on a theme connected with

‘‘In all of our work we intend to keep 
the idea of Christian spirit uppermost as 
6 unifving force for the unions, and all of 
cur discussions will proceed from thar 
viewpoint. We intend to take a hand in 
such affairs as the present strike in Phila- 
delphia, to study them, and should such 
a strike occur here to send forth an- 
nouncements about it that will make its 
issues clear above any sophistry 6n either 
side. 

‘‘Our plans at present are developed to 
the point where we are ready to announce 
two series of meetings. One will be held 
on week days and week nights, which we 
will aim to make an open forum on labor 
problems. The meetings will be held at 
ail hours. There will be no special pro- 
gramme, but an expert will be on hand 
all the time, and when labor leaders and 
workingmen want to confer the Labor 
Temple will be at their disposal. The 
other feature is a Sunday afternoon labor 
meeting with speakers both on salary an.l 
from the ranks of labor, if any such vol- 
unteer.”’

“RED” ADAMS’S TRIAL BEGINS. 


Makes Small Progress Because of the 
Objections of His Lawyers. 


Charles, or ‘‘ Red,’’ Adams, who, ac- 
cording to the Government, is really Cam- 
eron Bosteter, a notorious confidence man 
with a long string of aliases, was put on 
trial yesterday in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court before Judge Hough on a 
charge of using the mails to defraud. 
Adams was arrested on Dec. 22 after he 
had taken at the Broadway Central Hotel 
three letters addressed to James Thomas 
Southwick by British citizens who had 
bitten at a bait held out in what is tech- 
nically. known as the ‘‘ dead relative”’ 
swindle. 

Recently new interest was added to the 
Adams case by the discovery on the part 
of postal Inspectors and Central Office 
detectives that the prisoner in all proba- 
bility has been living in the South Mid- 
wood section of Brooklyn under the name 
of James A, Currie as a respectable busi- 
ness man. The discovery came about 
through the tracing of a key found on 
his person to a vault in a certain safe 
deposit company, which was leased by 
“Mr. Currie ’’ of Midwood. A photograph 
of Adams was shown to some of ‘“ Cur- 
rie’s ’’ Midwood neighbors, and more than 
one of them recognized the picture as 
that of their acquaintance. 

The first step in the game, which it is 
charged Adams operated, was the sending 
to England of a letter addressed to some 
person recently deceased, saying that a 
friend or relative of the writer had struck 
a rich mine in the West and wanted to 
make some acknowledgment of a service 
done years ago. Such letters, received by 
the heirs of the persons to whom they 
were addressed, did actually produce as 
applicants for the promised fortune heirs 
of John Pearson of London, James Dor- 
rell of Worcester, England. and of Cath- 
erine Bickerton, a Scotchwoman. The 
rest of the scheme, according to the Gov- 
ernment, was to tell the hatee that right 
beside the mine, in which an interest was 
left to the dead relative was another 
thus far uncharted, which might be bought 
for a price much less than its actual 
worth. Adams is said to have cleared 
several hundred thousand dollars in get- 
ting his victims to subscribe to the pur- 


meee of such hypothetical mining prop- 
erty. 

When he was arrested Adams pleaded 
great poverty and assumed a threadbare 
appearance. But Edward Lauterbach and 
Charles T. Craig appeared as his counsel, 
and he was therefore held in $12,000 bail, 
in default of which he has been in the 
Tombs awaiting trial. He looked a little 
less seedy yesterday than on his previous 
appearance in the Federal! Building. 

The morning session of the court was 
taken up in getting a jury, and in the 
afternoon Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Dorr made the opening argument to 
the jury and then went on with evidence 
to show that Adams got thethree letters 
addressed to Southwick at the Broadway 
Central Hotel. 

The Government made alow progress, 
owing continuel technical objections by 
counsel for the defense, and up to the 
‘time of adfournment had not gone further 
‘than the arrest of Adams and the quiz 
that he was put through at Police Head- 
quarters. 

The case will continue to-day.

FOR VAUGHN MURDER 


Dr. James R. Hull Charged with 
Causing Educator’s Death 
by Strychnine. 








WAS NO POISON, SAYS WIFE 





Charges That Any S8trychnine Found 
In Vaughn’s Body Was Put There 
After Death In Malice.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., Feb. 23.—A warrant 
was issued to-night by Justice of the 
Peace Carrothers for the arrest of Dr. 
James R. Hull of Monroe City, proprietor 
of a sanitarium. The warrant charges Dr, 
Hull with causing the death of Prof. John 
T. Vaughn by strychnine poison, 

Prosecuting Attorney Reiger of Kirke- 
ville, at whose request the warrant was 
issued, says that Sehirff Nolan left for 
Monroe City at 9:20 o’clock to-night to 
serve the warrant, and the arrest will 
probably be made before midnight. Dr. 
Hull, who is in Monroe City, was notified 


of the probable issuance of the warrant. 
He will not resist arrest, Mr. Reiger be- 
lieves. He has affirmed his innocence and 
says that he has nothing to fear. 

The Special Grand Jury will meet to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock, and it is 
expected that another warrant and ar- 
rest will follow. Dr. Hull is expected to 
appear before the jurors when they con- 
vene. He is a man about 50 years old 
with gray hair, sandy gray mustache, an 
brown eyes. He came to Monroe City 
from Macomb, Ill., about three years ago 
and bought the sanatarium, then owned 
by Dr. Ely. He has a wife and two 
grown children, a@ son and qa daughter, 
both married.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—With the 
Ajaska bill definitely dead, Senator Bev- 
efidge to-day introduced two bills for the 
protection of natural resources in the 
M@strict. One withdraws all the public 
ooal lands in Alaska from entry and the 
other provides that these lands shall be 
leased but not sold to exploiters. Mr. Bev- 
eriGge asked that the bills be referred to 
his Committee on Territories, but Senator 
Welson insisted that they be referred to 
Ris Committee on Public Lands, and that 
reference was finally made. 

Mr. Beveridge’s bills, which are the most 
@weeping yet introduced in the interest of 
conservation, do not apply to the sale 
of the surface of the land. Patents may 
figsue as to the surface to settlers who 
wish to engage in agriculture, but none 
of these patents shall impair the Gov- 
ermment’s right to lease the same sites 
for mining purposes. To persons wish- 
ing to mine coal or related mineral prod- 
ucts no lease shall issue for a period 
longer than thirty years, nor to any one 
person for a tract larger than 560 acres. 
The leases cannot be assigned or other- 
wise disposed of by the lessee without 
the express consent of the Secretary of 
the Interior. 


Fate of Previous Bill. 





The Alaska bill, providing some form of 
legislative government for the peninsula, 
was offered to Mr. Beveridge as an Adad- 
ministration measure. It soon became) 
apparent, however, that the bill was bad, 
that it was ‘“‘ uninsurrectionary,” and that 
it would be bitterly opposed by most of 
the progressives on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. In the two bills of his own, which 
Mr. Beveridge introduced to-day he is 
trying to obscure the error of the local | 
Government bill, which will not be heard 
of again this session. 

In introducing his bills Mr. Beveridge 
explained the enormous wealth of the 
great Northwestern district. He said that 
previous estimates in his opinion were too 
small, and that $2,000,000,000 was not too 
heavy a valuation to put upon the coal 
lands in Alaska: The area of these lands, 
he seid, is 12,667 square miles. He re-| 
ferred to the testimony of the representa- 
tives of the Morgan-Guggenheim Syndi- 
cate presented last week to his commit- 

e, and said that it contained startling 
nformation as to the rapidity with which | 
the public domain in Alaska is being ab- 
gporbed by corporations.

SMALL CRITICS AT A CONCERT. 


Lilly Indorses the Voices at the Settte- 
ment as Cultivated. 


It was embarrassment of riches that 
troubled the small folk who gwarmed to 
the bazaar of the University Settlement 
at 184 Eldridge Street yesterday. On the 
top floor there was a ventriloquist and 
magician for 5 cents; below it was the 
bazaar itself, but as most of the children 
had already gained admission there by 
doing errands, what was the use of pay- 
ing real money for that? Then down on 
the first floor there was a concert. People 
who came from uptown in automobiles, 
which stood noisily outside the door, 
needed a green ticket to get in to that, 
but they let the children have the rear 
seats for nothing. All things being duly 
considered, most of the children chose 
the concert. 

The bazaar, im af] its Gepartments, ie to 
decide whether the University Settlement 
shall have a country home or not. The 
University Settlement was one of the 
pioneers in its field, having been organ- 
ized by Columbia University. Its four 
story, gray stone building fs in marked 
contrast to the settlements which have 
only old houses made over. But with all 
its fine equipment the University Settle- 
ment has never had a real country home 
such as several of its neighbors have. 

This year Mrs. John R. MacArthur has 
offered to give them one large enough to 
accommodate 500 “fresh air people” on 4 
big farm near Montclair, N. J., if the 
Settlement can raise the cost of main- 
tenance. This is the reason the Clover 
Leafs, the Lyric Guild, the Rosebuds, the 
Helping Handa, the McKinieys, and ail 
the other 100-044 clubs which mest at 184 
Pldridge Street have been making dust- 
clothes and doing fancy work. 

Up at the front of the concert hall sat 
yesterday some of those who have sup- 
ported the Settlement work, among them 
Mrs. James Speyer, Mra. John R. Mac- 
Arthur, Mrs. Henri Wertheim, Mrs. Gus- 
tav Wertheim, Mrs. Russel Houghton, 
the Baroness @e Knoop, and Mrs. James 
B. Reynolds. Im the rear sat the children 
of the neighborhood, presided over by 
three ushers, Harry, Morris, and Samuel, 
who had the task of maintaining order. 
The monitors were not so very much 


| larger than their charges, but they were 
|adorned with white and purple badges. 
There was & policeman stationed outside, 


but they did not have to call upon him 
once when they said, ‘‘Out you go.’’ 

While they were waiting for the con- 
cert to begin critics’ row in the rear seats 
was discussing Shakespeare.

There were 
baby jackets, shawls. sweaters. and so 
on, all done by these little girls in a way 
which would do credit to their much older 
sieters. The bazaar is in charge of the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the University 
Settlement. 

Quite a large number of those present 
came in hopes of seeing Miss Fthel Bar- 
rvmore, who was to have assisted Mrs. 
Speyer at the tea table. Owing, however, 
to a cold, Miss Barrymore was unable to 
be there. The settlement girls still have 
hopes for to-morrow afternoon, but as 
Miss Barrymore will not play again until 
Friday evening they are probably doomed 
to disappointment.

Oscar Wilde with the authorship of the 
crude and blatant play produced at the 
Hackett Theatre last night; and especial- 
ly since the matter of its origin was pretty 
thoroughly thrashed out in London at the 
time that Mrs. Campbell first produced it. 
Then it was credited to Frank Harris. 
“Mr. and Mrs. Daventry”—or “ The 
Daventries,” as it wae originally oalled— 
could not be considered a good play under 
any conditions; as seen last night, with a 
cast of people who were often worse than 
amateurs, it frequently created laughter 
when, by the intent of playwright and 
actors, the audience should have been in 
tears. 

Two acts, happily brief, lead to a situ- 
ation in which the luckless Mrs. Daven- 
try, already conscious of the worthless- 
ness of her husband, sees him making 
violent love to another woman. The lat- 
ter—a blonde person—is somewhat Iintol- 
erant of ais advances, until he remarks 
“T’ve got the money,’ the reference be- 
ing to a sum of two thousand pounds, just 
borrowed from a young man who has 
bean his wife’s friend from childhood. 
This happens in Mrs. Daventry’s boudolr, 
where she, hidden behind a screen, must 
be tortured by her husband’s passionate 
advances to the blonde. 

A moment later the siren’s husband 
knocks and demands admittance on threat 
of breaking the door down. He is al- 
lowed to anter by Mrs. 
ras

suspicions. Then Mrs. Daventry, after 
a gift of some red, red roses, agrees 
to accompany her ‘“ childhood’s friend ”’ 
to Nice, where her husband follows and 
insists upon a duel.

rf Presumably, then, the play is to be re- 
garded as one of highly moral import, 
though it does not appear that the Eng- 
lish law has been amended in consequence 
of it. This may show either that the 
lawmakers are exceedingly thick-skinned 
persons or that the author has not quite 
made the application so impressive as to 
create a general desire for reform. And 
most people who saw the play last night 
will proPably incline to the latter opinion.

CALCUTTA, British India,

Dalai Lama, supreme head of the Lamais 
hierarchy. At the approach of the troops 
the Lama fled, with several of his Min- 
isters, into India. 

Serious trouble has been anticipated 
owing to the action of the small Chinese 
army which, marching from Sze-chuen, 
China, subdued Eastern Tibet, levying 
contributions on the Lama's people and 
showing no respect for the monasteries. 
The Tibetans, resenting the desecration 
of their holy places, petitioned the Chi- 
nese Foreign Board, praying that the 
Emperor of China interfere in the inter- 
ests of the Buddhists. The petition was 
disregarded, as the Chinese propose to 
make the administration of the country 
purely Chinese.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The flight 
Lhasa of the Dalai Lama will cause no 
surprise to close observers of the Chinese 
attitude toward the Tibetan Pope when 
he was in Peking. It became evident at 
that time that the Chinese Government 
had no intention of permitting him to re- 
sume his sway at Lhasa, so far as civil 
», Power was concerned, and attempts were 

made even to bar his passage during his 
return home. 

Following up its policy of “China for 
the Chinese,”’ the Government determined 
to make more effective its control over 
the land of the Lamas. A campaign to 
this end has been pushed in the border 
provinces for the last two years, and now 
China has sent an army of 25,000 anti- 
Buddhist troops into the capital of Tibet. 
This army, which was dispatched from 
Sze-chuen, has been drilled by Japanese 
officers and is completely equipped with 
mountain and machine guns of German 
ang Japanese patterns, and wireless ap- 
paratus. Im the earlier stages of ihe 
movement the Chinese met with severe 
reverses on the frontier, where they were 
ambushed by the tribesmen. On one occa-

HARD WON VICTORY 


CLAIMED BY MADRIZ 


Nicaraguan Government Forces 
Reported Successful in Four 
Hours’ Fight at Tisma. 








WASHINGTON ADVICES DIFFER 





Chamorro Sald to Have Eluded Foes 
and Captured Granada—Madriz 
Admits He Got Through Lines. ~ 





MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 28.—An- 
other victory over the revolutionists has 
been announced by Gen. Toledo, the Nic- 
araguan Minister of War. The announce- 
ment was based on an official dispatch 


Justice Goff | received from Gen. Rivas, in command 


| of the Government forces which engaged 


the revolutionists under Gen, Chamorro 
at Tisma, twelve miles from Masava. 

Gen. Toledo also made known the fact 
that the losses on both sides had been 
very heavy, and that the battle had lasted 
four hours, resulting in the bloodiest 
fighting of the war. The revolutionists 
were compelled to abandon thetr positions. 

The Government asserts that Chamorro 
was in personal command of the enemy, 
and admits that the engagement was 
fought with varying fortune until late in 
the afternoon, when the forces under Gen. 
Lara, a Government commander, were 
in disorder. A request was then sent out 
for reinforcements, and these, arriving an 
hour later, turned the tide of battle. 

Gen. Rivas’s dispatch was posted on the 
street corners. Bands appeared in the 
streets and a general celebration followed. 
The dispatch savs: 


The battle began at 8 A. M. Feb. 22, 
Larn attacking the enemy, who were then 
occupying Tisma. Masis (of the provisiona! 
forces) with two Maxims inflicted serious 
losses, and the advantage was with him 
until 3 P. M., when Chavarria, and later 
Valdes, and then Garrida, Zelodon, Vas- 
quez, and Aguilar, arrived with reinforce- 
ments from three sides. .The firing ceased 
at 6:30, the revolutionists retiring in the di- 
rection of Tipitapa. 

The battle was the bloodiest vet, there 
being much hand to hand fighting with 
machetes.

Dead and Wounded Abandond. 


The losses are estimated at 400 fFitled 
or wounded. A detachment of Government 
troops were taken prisoners, but later thelr 
rescue was effected. Chamorro succeeded 
in reorganizing his forces and rushed the 
trenches occupied by Gen. Ramirez at 3 
o'clock this morning at Tipitapa. ‘Che fight 
lasted four hours, when the Government 
troops dislodged the insurgents. who were 
decimated by a galling fire.

Take the Post-Ottice 
~ Out of Politics 


In attempting to charge up the deficit in his 
Department against the magazines the Postmaster- 
General has done the country a genuine, even if an 
unintentional, service. He has drawn attention to 
the necessity for a thorough reorganization of the 
Postal Department. He has emphasized the im- 
portance of taking the Post-Office out of politics 
for all time. 


The Fifty-ninth Congress authorized an inves- 
tigation of postal affairs, and a joint commission, 
headed by Senator Penrose and Representative 
Overstreet, made a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject. As a result, the Overstreet bill, 
which contains many excellent recommendations, 
was presented. It is not from guesswork that we 
have concluded that the Department is in need of 
radical reorganization, but from the official reports 
of this Joint Congressional Postal Commission 
and of the disinterested accountants hired by it to 
investigate the business methods of the Depart- 
ment. We quote from these reports, remember- 
ing that the findings and criticisms are not ours, 
but those of a Congressional Commission and its 
authorized agents. First read these recommenda- 


tions from the preliminary report of. the Joint 
Postal Commission, in this week’s number of

Then read these extracts from the report of the’ 
public accountants employed by the Joint Com- 
mission: 


“The service has grown from small beginnings over & 
long period of years, hampered by restrictive laws which 
may cave been necessary in the past and may even now be 
considered necessary to some extent for a Government 
department, but which would render it practically impos- 
sible for any private business to survive. 


“ The general absence of any efficient methods of account- 
ing has been brought to light by the inquiry carried out 
by the Joint Commission on second-class mail matter. 
This report was referred to Congress on January 30, 1907, 
and our investigation has confirmed the impression gath- 
ered from the study of it, that the whole of these methods 
are crude in the extreme and such as no private business 
concern or corporation could follow without the certainty 
of loss, if not of financial disaster.”’ 


There are half-a-dozen more of these extracts 
on the Editorial page of this week’s issue of THE 
SATURDAY EVENING Post. 

In the Joint Postal Commission’s 


1907 we find: 


‘‘As an indication of the views at present entertained it 
is proper to say that the commission is profoundly 
impressed with the wisdom of the accountant's report in 
recommending the following: 

“That the actual direction of the business of the 
Post-Office Department and postal service be committed to 
an officer with necessary assistants to be appointed by the 
President, by aid with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, for long terms, so as to insure the continuity of 
efficient service, and that the Postmaster-General, as a 
member of the Cabinet, be chargeable only with general 
supervisory control and the determination of questions 
of policy.”’

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SENATOR ALDRICH’S OFFER. 

Benator ALDRICH said in the Senate 
the other day that “if he were allowed 
to run the Government on a business 
basis he could save $300,000,000 a 
year." This means that we are spend- 
ing that huge sum unnecessarily, that 
we are wasting three hundred millions 
@nnually, not of the Government’s 
money, but of the taxpayers’ money. 
How grateful to the people would be 
the remission of taxes amounting to 
threes hundred millions a year! 

Senator ALDRICH’s economies would 
enable us to do away with customs taxes 
altogether, to make the United States 
of America a free trade Nation. The 
customs revenues for the last fiscal 
year were just $977,438 above three 
hundred millions. The cost of living 
would come down at once. The burden 
of taxes on raw materials would: be 
lifted from our manufactures. Clothing 
of all kinds would be cheaper. More 
than all, by affixing his signature to a 
bill abolishing tariff taxes, President 
Tarr would in half a minute “ bust” 
more trusts than he can destroy with 
eil the machinery of the Department of 
Justice at his command during his in- 
cumbency of the office of President, no 
matter how far it may be prolonged. 

Or, if Senator ALDRICH were the man- 
ager of the National business, we could 
Mo away with internal revenue taxes 
altogether. They amounted last year 
to $246,000,000. Such a measure would, 
perhaps, not be in the interest ofygood 
morals and sobriety, for our internal 
revenue taxes come in very great part 
from spirituous and fermented liquors, 
from playing cards, and from such 
things as filled cheese and oleomar- 
garine. On the whole, we think it 
would be better to let the customs taxes 
go and keep to the internal revenue. 
But how superfluous the yield of the 
miscrable little corporation tax law 
would be if this great saving were ac- 
complished. 

Nobody will 
remission of all the customs taxes or 
all the internal revenue taxes. But 
Senator ALDRICH’s declaration is a most 
serious indictment of the legislative and 
executive fepartments of the Govern- 
ment. The Senate Committee on Public 
Expenditures has given some attention, 
it appears, to the President’s recom- 
mendation of retrenchment. Its labors, 
we judge, have been perfunctory, at 
least they have been fruitless. The 
committee acknowledges failure. Nev- 
ertheless there are three hundred mill- 
fons to be saved, according to the 
Rhode Island Senator, who is not an 
idle boaster. The Government falls in 
its duty to the people so long as it goes 
on wasting these millions. Is nobody 
going to give any attention to the sub- 
ject of retrenchment which Mr. Tart 
said in his message was, perhaps, the 
most important. that Congress could 
consider? In that classic platform of 
principles drawn up by Mr. Trupxn it 
was declared that the public revenues 
ehould be strictly limited to the neces- 
sities of the Government economically 
administered. That principle is sound, 
unassailable, and of continuing force. 
It is, or was, 2 Democratic principle. It 
{fs openly flouted and trampled on by 
the Republicans now in power.

LAWLESSNESS IN PHILADELPHIA. 

Everybody appears to be to blame in 
the Philadelphia street car strike. The 
agreement under which the men have 
been working was, in itself, a mistake, 
since its adoption was secured under 
political pressure for political ends, and 
it was satisfactory neither to the com- 
panies nor to the men. There is some 
evidence that the companies, as the 
strikers charge, had been endeavoring 
to undermine the union by getting rid 
of a large number of its members. The 
strikers showed an ugly spirit from the 
beginning, and almost from the moment 
wf their going out disorder began. The 
employés in the textile and other indus- 
tries in Philadelphia have done the 
strikers about the worst possible serv- 
ice by joining in the rioting to show 
their ‘‘sympathy ” for the men. Noth- 
ing could more effectually turn from 
them the sympathy of the community 
than this interference by outsiders with 
a trade dispute with which they have 
no legitimate concern. When men are 
killed, property destroyed, and the or- 
derly carrying on of business made im- 
possible, the community is apt to lose 
fnterest in the merits of the strike and 
to put the blame most heavily upon 
the lawless persons who subject it to 
guch danger. 

The conduct of the City Government, 
confronted by conditions of public dan- 
‘ger, has been pusillanimous. When the 
police altogether failed to control the 
mob, it occurred to the brilliant mind 
f some person in authority that all 





that was needed was to exhfbit in all 
the panoply of war that formidable in- 
dependent military organization, the 
State Fencibles. These soldiers in em- 
bryo are, we understand, the flower of 
Philadelphia’s youth. But while under 
leadership they might have done cred- 
itable service, what can be expected of 
‘unseasoned militiamen under the lead- 
ership of a person who declares that 
he was not sent ont to “hurt any- 
body” ? The hurting had already been 
Gone. Three men had been killed, and 
many wounded. It was no occasion for 
parlor procedures. The strikers refused 
to take the Fencibles seriously. They 
made merry with them, played tricks 
on them, and the police had to be called 
in to rescue the young gentlemen from 
their tormentors. For service against 
ugly mobs a very different armed force 
is required. 

The city authorities have hesitated 
to call upon the National Guard. They 
will find that their delay is costly. The 
City of Philadelphia will have to foot 
the bill for the property destroyed. If 
the resulting levy upon their pockets 
should convince the taxpayers of that 
city that it is bad policy to maintain 
an incompetent Government, the re- 
sulting benefit might be worth the 
cost. 








CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

Assemblyman Dana’s Dill to abolish 
what amounts to a farce in the most 
serious department of this State’s law- 
making activities has been put on the 
order of third reading and passage. 
Briefly the bill requires that every Con- 
stitutional amendment submitted to the 
people shall first receive, a8 in twenty- 
five other States it must first receive, 
a two-thirds instead of a majority vote 
of the Legislature; then it shall receive 
& majority of votes of all electors qual- 
ified to vote for legislators before be- 
coming part of the bedrock law. 

None of the four Constitutiona! 
amendments passed last Fall reoetved 
such a majority. The first amendment, 
fixing salaries for Supreme Court 
Judges, was ratified by 278,415 votes 

o 249,576 opposed—blank votes 490,766. 
Amendment No. 4, the famous “ debt 
limit’ amendment, recetved 290,795 
votes favoring to 207,781 opposing— 
blank 500,454—showing that not half 
the legal voters cared to record their 
judgment as for or against. Yet it was 
held, and by good authority, that this 
amendment was a dangerous departure 
from the policy which set up the safe- 
guard of a 10 per cent. debt I!mit for 
cities. Amendments 2 and 3, about which 
the voters knew practically nothing, 
received 622,517 and 522,517 biank 
votes, respectively, and were passed 
practically by default. 

Responsibility must be fixed for such 
work. Amendments to the organic law 
are by the present method sent twice 
through the legislative mill with lIttle 
thought as to whether they embody real 
Constitutional principles, and with less 
thought as to whether they ought iv be 
adopted. ‘The people will have to 
vote on this, anyhow,”’ is the average 
legislator’s thought es he elves his 
unthinking assent. The people, in turn, 
consider that the matter has twice had 
the attention and approval of the Leg- 
islature, and ooncern themselves no 
further about it. Assemblyman Danxa’s 
bill would make such action without re- 
sponsibility difficult.- It would permit 
no amendment to be passed that had 
not aroused the real interest of legis- 
lators and voters. 








WICKERSHAM VS. WICKERSHAM. 

If Attorney General WICKERSHAM 
wishes a judicious comment upon his 
way of fighting monopoly, as explained 
by himself at Washington on WaASHING- 
Ton’s Birthday, he need look no further 
than to his own brief in the Tobacco 
Trust case—“ to ingist on a forced con- 
struction, and then point out conse- 
qrent impossible conditions, is a device 
impossible of success.’”’ In like manner 
it is impossible to justify attacking all 
enterprise by extravagant and mislead- 
ing accounts of the conditions which 
are to be remedied. Mr. WIcCKERSHAM’s 
parallel between the monopolies of the 
times of PLIzZABeTH and those of to-day 
is unworthy of him. The ancient patents 
of monopoly conferred exclusive rights 
to exploit a nation, and were con- 
ferred for that purpose. The law for- 
bade competition with the monopoly, 
were the power of competition existent 
and competent. Barring some privileges 
of a like sort conferred by our tariff, 
the rights of modern trusts hardly ex- 
ceed the right to exist. For everything 
else they must depend upon their own 
resources and the ability of their man- 
agers. 

Mr. WICKERSHAM’S memory plays him 
false in his explanation of the origin 
of the anti-trust laws. ‘‘ We, like our 
ancestors of Revolutionary days, raised 
our arms by the peaceful method of 
legislation against & power which we 
perceived rising cloudlike on our eco- 
nomic horizon.” It is impossible to say 
what Mr. WICKERSHAM saw in the period 
preceding the passage of the anti-trust 
law in 1890, nor even whether he was 
then taking observations for use now. 
But the conditions of that time are 
known. The enemy then was low prices, 
just as the enemy now is high prices. 
The trusts then existent of any size 
could be counted on the fingers, where 
they are now counted by hundreds. Yet 
it was popular then as now to attack 
capital as the cause of hard times. 
The trusts were attacked then for the 
savagery of their competition, and they 
are attacked now because they destroy 
competition. Between these extremes 
of the pendulum arc we have had 
twenty years of the hest times the world 
ever sa., nw «.¢ DOW invited to 
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| take another dose of the same old nos 


trum, to remedy conditions exactly the 
opposite of those for which the patient 
was thrown into fits on the previous 
occasion, and, although we hate to say 
it, by practitioners of a like sort. 
“The underlying principle,”’ says Mr. 
WickERsHAam of his anti-trust proposal, 
“is the preservation of the right of the 
individual to carry on trade and com- 
merce free from undue control and re- 
straint on the part of great aggrega- 
tions of individuals or capital-in a 
word, to protect the individual from 
the tyranny of a group.” But all of 
us have a right superior to the rights 
of any one of us. The rights of all 
include the right of the satisfaction of 
necessities In the most economic man- 
ner, and no one has stated the economic 
need of the aggregations of capital un- 
der modern conditions more strongly 
than Mr. WickmrRsHaAm’s chief. No one 
would argue that such aggregations 
should have “rights” to do anything 
“unduly.” Everyone would perforce 
agree with Mr. WIcCKERSHAM’S case a8 
he states it. But corporations have no 
undue rights under the law because 
they have no exceptional rights. With 
certain slight and technical exceptions 
individuals and corporations stand on 
the same basis before a jury, and a 
corporation would not be acquitted 
where an individual would be convicted, 
although it is possible that a corpora- 
tion might be convicted where an in- 
dividual would be acquitted. The law 
gives no advantage to a corporation, 
but merely creates an opportunity or 
means whereby combinations of re- 
sources can use brains and capital in 
serving their customers, If there is no 
service there is no reward, and it is a 
poor protection of the customer to pre- 
vent the service being rendered in or- 
der to punish the combination because 
of a differance of opinion regarding the 
sufficiency or excess of the profit. 
The freedom of the individual which 
enliste Mr. WICKERSHAM’s sympathies 
Includes the right to associate himself 
with other individuals, and to be re- 
sponsible under an equal law for the 
nature of the activities exercised. The 
case really calls for a law supplying 
brains and capital to those aware of 
their deficiencies, and who labor under 
the misapprehension that if they worry 
those who possess them they will profit 
thereby. ‘“‘ Rights” should be equal, 
and if they are equal fortunes will be 
unequal, because of the natural 
equality of capacities. Senator Roor 
well atated this when he said that the 
old struggle for the right of 
equality is now 
battle for the right of economic 
equality. It is right to punish miscon- 
duct by either individuals or corpora- 
tions, but it

A BLESSING FOR THE RAILWAYS. 

The Administration studies to please, 
and alas without success.

All of the earlier 
versions were more or less oppressive, 
but the latest revision {s denounced as 
a trap to enrich owners of the exist-

A Washington dispatch declares that 
the railwnys now approve the measure 
which they at first disliked because of 
the provision that mo new shares shall 
be issued except for par, and with the 
consent of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. The new road which could 
issue shares at par would be unique. 
It is not impossible that the new law 
can work even this wonder, but the 
chance is better that new construction 
would have to be by old roads of estab- 
lished credit, which could tissue their 
securities based upon lines of proved 
earning capacity. 

In other words, the law should he 
entitled “A law to benefit shippers by 
impeding the of rall- 
ways.” It {is a sad joke to have such 
a perfect law go astray in this manner.

LINK UP THE BRIDGES. 

The Twenty-third Street Im)rove- 
ment Association has represented to 
the Public Service Commission that the 
Broadway-Lexington Avenue subway 
route is not convenient of access to the 
East River bridges. It is true that one 
bridge is part of that route, but the 
association regrets that the route fs not 
convenient to all the bridges, and sug- 
gests that it might be made B80 by 
reaching Fourteenth Street through the 
Bowery instead of through Broadway. 
This would make Broadway available 
for a subway through ita length, if 
hereafter desired, and would facilitate 
construction of this trunk subway by 
assigning to it a broader street, where 
construction would be easier and dam- 
ages smaller. 

The Broadway-Lexington route is a 
blunder at best. If that road must be 
built, almost any change would be an 
improvement. The bridges are city 
property as well as the subways. The 
interests of both are promoted by what- 
ever facilitates travel. For a genera- 
tion Brooklynites crossing the Bridge 
were annoyed by the necessity of walk- 
ing to and from the elevated roads, 
then the only means of rapid transit to 
uptown districts. The subwa vS are the 
roads of the future, and the Commis- 
sioners would do well to show the same 
openmindedness regarding the amend- 





ing railways by hindering the construc- 





ment of their east side route in this 
and we hope in other particulars that 
they showed when the Pennsylvania 
Railway remarked the omission of any 


connection with its immense station on 


the west side. If not too late the sug- 
gestion is worth considering upon its 
merits. It is foresight now, and it is 
better to avoid a regretful hindsight. 








COLD STORAGE ABUSES. 

From the mass of uninformed criti- 
cism which has raged round cold stor- 
age of food products in the last few 
weeks and has taken the form of pro- 
posed legislation in several States and 
cities besides New York, one point of 
real value is emerging. Some of the re- 
frigerator men tKemselves recognize 
that the publia, even though much of the 
objection to food preserved by cold 
storage has nothing but prejudice be- 
hind it, is entitled to know if the 
articles it buys are really freshly pro- 
duced or have been held for months in 
refrigeration. 

It is realized that cold storage does 
open the way to frauds. Game and fish 
left over from one open season to an- 
other are passed off as recently killed; 
egga, which even at the time of great- 
est scarcity the retailers can buy at 
about 28 cents a dozen out of the cold 
storage warehouses, are sold to the 
public as new-laid eggs from the 
country at from 50 to 60 cents. A great 
city like this can now be supplied the 
whole year round with an abundance 
and variety of food that twenty years 
ago would have been deemed incredible, 
but there is no reason why the systems 
of preservation which have made it 
possible should be exploited by un- 
scrupulous retailers to their uncon- 
scionable profit. 

The attention of some of the lead- 
ing members, in this city, 
ican Warehousemen’s Association has 
been called to this abuse, and they are 
considering suggestions for its remedy 
that may be laid before the Congres- 
sional Committees that Is now inquiring 
into the food question in the District 
of Columbia. In its power to regulate 
inter-State commerce Congress may 
possess authority to deal with the mat- 
ter for the whole country, and the 
warehousemen are approaching the De- 
partment of Agriculture with the pro- 
posal that regulations should be en- 
acted by which the ultimate consumer 
would be notified whenever commodi- 
ties offered to him have been subject 
to the cold storage process. 
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Gratitude is due to Dr. 
StmMON BARvuCH for call- 
ing attention in the let- 
ter we printed yester- 
day to the fact that the 
medical profession is now having to fight 
for the right to practice vivisection exact- 
ly as in the past it had to fight for the 
right to use knives on the dead, and that 
in both cases the antagonism has been 
due to an empty sentimentalism based on 
ignorance and superstition. 

Even yet there lingers more than a little 
of the old feeling that dissection Is a 
“horrible ’’’ thing, a ‘‘ desecration’’ from 
which the Iiving are in duty bound to pro- 
tect the dead if they can. Only too often 
this tmagined duty ts still performed by 
well-intentioned but misguided relatives, 
who insist on protecting their dead from 
‘‘ mutilation,’’ regardless of the fact that 
refusing the consent to a necropsy 
which an antiquated law allows them to 
withhold they seriously impede the prog- 
ress of medical science and prevent the

attainment of knowledge which would be} 


of priceless value in the interpretation of 
symptoms, 

lHiowever, there has been a great change 
for the better in this direction. Doctors 
are no longer obliged to rob graveyards to 
get material for dissection, as they were 
not sO many years ago, and with greater 
and greater frequency are they allowed 
to make post-mortem examinations in 


Lcases where the cause of death has been 


unknown or ill-understood. That ts be- 
cause people are becoming enlightened and 
by slow degrees are substituting sense 
for sentiment. 

The plea for vivisection ts exactly that 
for dissection—it is necessary if knowledge 
is to increase and disease and suffering 
are to decrease. Its utility is beyond in- 
telligent—one is almost tempted to say 
beyond sane—doubt, its supposed cruelties 
are an illusion, based chiefly on the tend- 
ency to ascribe to animals the sensibilities 
and the emotions of human beings, and 
most of its repugnant features are lost to 
sight, exactly as are those of a hospital 
operating room, the moment they are 
viewed in relation to their purposes and 
effects. 

Dissection is the foundation of medicine, 
experiments with living animals are the 
condition of its progress, and the readi- 
ness of investigators to use themselves as 
subjects, when final tests are to be made, 
is a conclusive argument in favor of trust- 
ing to their judgment as to what they 
ought to do. The proposition to impose 
upon them the hampering presence of hos- 
tile and ignorant Inspectors is nothing 
less than criminal. 

Cold storage as a 
means of food preserva- 
tion Is not in itself in 
need of the elaborate 
defense given to it yes- 
terday by an officer of one of the re- 
frigerating companies. Practically every 
family nowadays, if not sunk in Geepest 
poverty, has a little cold storage plant of 
its own in or near its kitchen, and the 
dally visits of the iceman are as regular 
and as welcome as are those of the butch- 
er or the grocer. We all realize, too, that 
in seasons when the supply of any par- 
ticular food exceeds the possibilities of 
immediate consumption, it is desirable as 
well as justifiable to put the excess away 
where it will ‘‘ keep” till the season of 
dearth comes around, and extremely fort- 
unate that a safe way of doing this has 
been discovered. 

Thus can public, no less than private, 
interests be served, and were it not for 
col@ storage everybody's diet would be 
restricted through most of the year to a 
few staples, and the feeding of great 
citles would be made, if not altogether 
impossible, at least a matter of much 
more difficulty than it is now. But, like 
all other good things, cold storage can 
be put to reprehensible uses, and there is 
something more than a general impres- 
sion that we are all suffering from some 
of them now. 

That prices should be kept from going 
too high is admirable, but that they 
should be kept from ever going low is rot 
so pleasant for the consumer. Le is yiad

te Lave what he cannot cat one day pre- 


served in as good or better condition for 


eating a week or a month or six months 
later, but he is not glad constantly to be 
fed with the longest-stored products in the 
big refrigerators, and never to get things 
really fresh except by paying exorbitant 
prices for them. And he knows perfectly 
well that foods both can be and are stored 
too long—that a time comes when a slow 
process of deterioration sets im. He 
strongly suspects, moreover, that when 
food doesn’t taste good it isn’t good. 

Mr. FaBrR was doubtless right when 
he sald that the conditions in cold storage 
warehouses were more hygienic than 
those which prevail in many a domestic 
refrigerator. They have to ba, else would 
the period of preservation be as short in 
the one as in the other, but the better 
conditions do not prevent eggs from be- 
coming in time barely tolerable to strong 
stomachs, or chickens from attaining a 
Sinister tenderness that makes the eater 
regret the honest toughness so often en- 
countered in the days when fowls ap- 
peared on the table the day, or a day or 
two after, they were killed.

It was evidenca, possibly, of the better 
manners to he found in another part of 
the country, a part which Mr. SMITH 
went on enthusiastically to describe—that 
his hearers warmly applauded his char- 
acterization of the city where he and they 
have found it for one reason or another 
expedient to reside. Somebody may be 
temrpted to ask if Mr. SmitrH was trying 
to prove the truth of his own statement, 
and even to assert that he did ft, at least 
to the extent of illustrating the extreme 
imsolence of which certain New Yorkers 
are capable, 

But there! What’s the use of becoming 
iiritated at anything said in an after- 
dinner speech? They are made when all 
the vital energies are devoted to the 
heavy task of digestion, and the orators 
are not really responsible for what they 
say. New York manners are none too 
good—that’s certain. But they are obvi- 
ously tolerable to many people from many 
parts of this and other countries, 

Perhaps Mr. SmitH and his friends 
would like New York better if they would 
more clearly distinguish between courtesy 
and custom, for it may be that what they 
miss here is no more than the customs 
with which they are familiar. 


THE MIDDLEMAN. 


A Plan to Fight Him by Organizing a 
Consumers’ Company. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have had the actual experience of being a 
producer and know the bitterness of, say, 
shipping peaches to the New York market for 
which the consumer paid 5, and often 10, cents 
each in the fashionable districts, (equal to from 
$4 to $8 a box,) and for which I received 87 
cents a box. I have shipped as fine string 
beans as any fastidious housekeeper could wish 
to see, fresh, tender, and deliclous, for which 
I was paid 12% cents a bushel, and the con- 
sumer would be taxed anywhere from 10 to 25 
cents a quart, equal to from $3.20 to $8 a 
bushel. I was paid one quarter more for one 
bushel of thirty-two quarts than the consumer 
paid for the cost of one quart. It can be easily 
figured even by the layman that this price did 
not pay me for the basket, freight, and haul- 
ing, leaving out the cost of labor, of plowing, 
harrowing, oultivating, and picking. 

I could give other instances of the tnsatiable 
greed of that great oppressor, the middleman, 
but to what advantage? These facts would 
not soften his heart. 

There is the necessity of a great upheaval 
in certain business Interests, and the remedy to 
my mind ts this: A company ehould be formed 
vith a capital of not less than $1,000,000 to 
operate a chain of stores in all large cities, the 
commodities to be divided as follows: 

Fresh meats and kindred supplies. 
Milk, cream, utter, and eggs. 
Fruits. 

Vegetables. 

By buying direct from ths farmer and paying 
him a fair price the company, in its turn, in 
dealing with the consumers wold not only 
bring the middleman to time, but it could 
strike a blow at the trusts, whose output would 
either have to be curtailed or they would be 
compelled to enter into competition with the 
company. The company could be styled The 
Consumers Supply Company, its officers and 


salesmen recruited from the ranks of the best 
reputed commission houses, together with 
few representative farmers, and if by this plan 
the company would be satisfied with a modest 
dividend of 100 per cent. the consumer, I am 
sure, would be equally satisfied to have his 
charges reduced one-half, both of which could 
be accomplished under the plan above outlined.

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NORMAL COLLEGE CONCERTS. 


Why They Are Free and What Those 
Who Provide Them Hope For In Them. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Will you allow me to comment on certain 
statements made in your Tuesday morn- 
ing’s editorial on “* Free Concerts at 
Normal College? ” Let me begin by saying 
there was absolutely no riot at the per- 
formance. A more eager, attentive, and 
well behaved audience it would be im- 
possible to find in this or any other coun- 
try. Their attitude was quite in keeping 
with their surroundings—namely, the 
Chapel of the Normal College, and the 
character of the concert. 

There were thousands who went away, 
quietly, when they saw the arowd who 
were so eager to get in the building, and 
there were thousands who remained after 
the doors had been closed, listening to 
the music as it floated out into the open 
air. Some even gained access to the 
building by means of fire escapes, thereby, 
no doubt, gratifying a burning desire to 
hear good music at any cost. 

As to your remarks about the “ com- 
paratively modern music, but still behind 
the times,’’ I fail to see the point. If 
Wagner, Grieg, Dvorak, and Tschaikowsky 
are behind the times, what about poor old 
Bach, Beethoven, or Brahms? 

Finally, to charge admission te these 
concerts {s out of the question, in that no 
fee can be collected in any building con- 
nected with public education. Moreover, 
the money was given to me with the ex- 
press understanding that the concerts 
were to be absolutely free. Indeed, the 
motive of those who are working for free 
public music is not solely one from a 
musical point of view. Their desire is to 
promote civic pride and patriotio oo-oper- 
ation on the part of all our citizens for 
@ better comprehension and more general 
enjoyment of the advantages which the 
great City of New York offers its citi- 
zens. 

There come to this country, and partic- 
ularly to this city, from all parts of the 
world men, women, and children who are 
to become American citizens; who are to 
enjoy the same privileges and assume like 
responsibilities. There are vast bodies of 
recently arrived citizens who speak dif- 
ferent languages, have inherited different 
social ideas, and whose business interests 
and habits of thought are often diverse 
and conflicting. The mission of the great 
City of New York is to welcome hospi- 
tably all these new citizens, and to mold 
them into a homogeneous body, all work- 
ing together for the common good. The 
American idea is to minimize points of 
difference and to emphasize the best aspi- 
rations which our citizens have in com- 
mon. To this end, what common interest 
is stronger, more elevating and refining 
and harmonizing than music? 

While our citizens may have learned 
many different lamguages, there is one 
language which all have in common, and 
that is the language of music. It touches 
& cOmmon chord in all hearts, and makes 
its hearers forget the cares and discords 
of every day life. It is too much the 
custom to criticise and belittle our great 
city, a fault which ig due largely to 
ignorance of what the city is really doing 
for its people, or rather what the people 
are doing for themselves, through the 
city. 

New York attracts the musical talent of 
the world; but the great artists and the 
orchestral interpretations are to be heard 
only at the opera and concerts, which, 
for many reasons, are beyond the reach 
of most of our citizens. The city offers 





“the people (rich and poor) public Hbraries, 


where they may freely consult the whole 
record of printed literature. And yet 
libraries do little directly to promote pub- 
lic spirit and co-operative thought and 
action. Each patron takes an individual 
book and carries it to his home; usually a 
book in line with his or her peculiar 
tastes and prefudices. 

We have free schools, parks, hospitals, 
baths, and many similar advantages, but 
jmere has been as yet no adequate pro- 
vision for public music. Our citizens have 
free opportunity to read the works of 
Shakespeare and Milton, and to view the 
paintings of Rembrandt and other great 
artists, but no similar opportunity to hear 
the wworks of Beethovern and Wagner. 

The people who most appreciate high- 
class public concerts are really most en- 
titled to such consideration. It seems no 
exaggeration to say that they are in pro- 
portion to thelr means, the highest payers 
of taxes by which the system of public 
education is maintained, for taxes are 
to a greater or less extent added to rents, 
and the cost of the necessaries of life, 
and the burden falls most heavily upon 
tenants and consumers. It seems a rea- 
sonable belief that public concerts would 
have a wholesome effect in presenting an 
impressive example of the returns re- 
ceived by the citizen for his contributions 
to the general welfare. They could not 
fail to increase the content and satisfac- 
tion of the people, and their appreciation 
of the spirit in which the interests of the 
city are administered. 

It is belleved by the promoters of this 
plan that nothing can do more to inspire 
our people with a common pride in their 
great city and their beloved country, and 
to impress upon them the true meaning 
of the American flag that floats over the 
centres of common education. Thanking 
you for the use of your columns in the

Father Kerby Declares the 
Church Will Stand by Them 
to the Last.

Police on Hand to Keep Believers in

With what continuity a vociferously en- 
thusiastic audience would allow, the Rev. 
Wiliam J. Kerby, Professor of Sociology 
of the Catholic University of America, 
pledged the Catholic Church from Pope 
Pius downward last night at Cathedral 
Coliege in Madison Avenue to the cause 
of union labor in an address that was a 
bitter arraignment of Socialism, 

The address was one of a series planned 
with the official sanction of the Church 
as a formal assault upon doctrinal Soclal- 
ism. The Rev. W. B. Martin, President 
of the Institute of Scientific Study, whe 
has charge of the anti-Socialistic propa- 
ganda, said after the address that he 
hoped to see the movement now being 
launched spread to every city and village 
in America, and that it was being 
launched in the Archdiocese of New York 
for that purpose. 

Asked specifically if tt was an out- 
growth of the controversy following the 
assassination of Francisco Ferrer i 
Spain, Father Martin said that the move- 
ment originated in this dlocese, and was 
not stimulated from abroad, but had been 
submitted to the Pope and received his 
indorsement and approval. 

A squad of Headquarters detectives and 
several policemen in uniform stood ag the 
main entrance to the lecture room to keep 
out Socialists and prevent disorder 
through the interruption of questioners 
who. disturbed the first lecture of the 
series a week ago. Those present were 
mostly members of the Catholic faith, and 
it was announced that the lecture was 
meant to be informative and for Catholias 
themselves rather than to attract the eat- 
tention of outsiders. 

Programmes announced that Archbishop 
Farley was patron of the lecture series, 
and this patronage was emphasized 
through the presence on the stand of the 
Right Rev. 
ant Vicar General of the Archdiocese of 
New York, who acted as Chairman. 

Father Kerby took the place as lecturer 
of Charles D. Neill, United States Cem- 
miasioner of Labor, who was prevented 
from keeping the engagement announced 
for him. 

In paying his tribute to trades unionism 
as the force which is to save the world 
from Socialism, Father Kerby said that 
none of the modern institutional forces 
was so generally misunderstood and s0 
wholly judged by its mistakes instead of 
its virtues as the trades unions. 

‘When the disorders that they some- 
times reluctantly participate in oe 
cur,” he said, ‘‘ the world hears all about 
it. But I personally know many labor 
leaders, and I know that for every strike 
they bring about they stop a thousand. Of 
that thousand you never hear. You never 
hear of the collective bargains they make 
upon terms that mean decent livelihood 
for thousands of workingmen and hope in 
their familles for a future that means 
something more than serfdom. 

* But I don’t pretend to say the unions 
do not make mistakes. They are par- 
ticularly prone to enthusiasm, and are 
very Hable at times to overreach. And 
that is just the very reason why they need 
to be understood, and need to have friends 
and need to have at their backs all those 


who believe in our institutions and our 
civilization, lemding them always their 
helpful inspiration. 

‘‘ Organized labor, as at present consti- 
tuted, believes in our institutions. Social- 
ism blindly cries out against these insti- 
tutions, and would try to lead the’ people 
away from them. Organized labor believes 
in rewards according to the service given, 
and it believes in the individual. It has 
faith and hope in the essential institu- 
tions under which we live, and if you 
are interested in stemming the growth 
of Socialism, you have no method so 
eradily at hand and as organized labor. l 
have never met men more honestly destr- 
ous of lawful methods and of peace than 
many of the labor leaders with whom I 
am ersonally acquainted. 

abor has the right to organize, and 
for dolng so should not be condemned, 
Instead, we should seek to learn what it 
is that gives thin institutional force its 
vitality and its life. 

‘I want to aie now that it is doing a 
concrete and definite work that cannet 
be done readily by any other force. * On 
account of its place in the hierarchy of 
the institutions of our National lfe it 
should be welcomed, and I want to say 
that the Catholic Church does welcome 
it and extend its hearty support.’’ 

It was Some moments after this igs 
n+ Pagan the resulting applause s 
sided. 

Father Kerby, in concluding, made a 
special appeal for the labor leader. ‘*‘ He 
is a huge force,’’ he said, **‘ working for 
justice and for faith in mankind. His 


aims are born of high and sane ideals, and” 


it is a bad thing to choke off his desires 
through misunderstanding them, and thus 
force him to lose confidence in us. Let 
the public study the labor union. Let it 
understand it, and it will then learn to 
approve of it.”’ 

After the lecture Father Martin re- 
ceived a group of the Socialistically in- 
clined on the platform. One of them told 
him that Peter Tf. Dunne, the creator of 
‘‘Mr. Dooley,” was a Soctalist, and fre- 
guentiy attended their gatherings. 

‘‘If he does,”’ retorted the divine, “‘ it ig 
to gather information to usein poking fun 
at you. I’ll tell you one thing, and that is 
if you Socialists should some way just 
happen to get a sense of humor you 
wouldn’t live ten minutes. You'd laugh 
yourselves to death over the things you 
advocate. You can’t suppress the indi- 
vidual, and the fact that ha has been 
building up his institutions for centuries 
means that they are more useful to him 
than any fanciful substitutes that you 
may be hoping to put in thetr place.’’ 

The Socialists left without pressing the 
point.

INSURANCE BILLS GO IN. 


Measures Intended to Carry Out Rec- 
ommendations of Supt. Hotchkiss.

ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Authority to inves- 
tigate every Lloyds association which 
claims the right to do business in this 
State is given to the Superintendent of 
Insurance in a bill introduced to-day by 
Senator Grattan and Assemblyman Alien, 
Chairmen of the legislative Committees 
on Insurance. After the investigation 
which the Superintendent may make he 
is empowered to determine as to each as- 
Sociation whether ft is for the best inter- 
ests of the people that it continue to do 
an insurance business. The bill makés 
provision also for the regulation of this 


class of insurance by the State Depart- 
ment hereafter. 

Another bill introduced by the same 
members affects town and county co-op- 
erative fire insurance. It divides the com- 
panies of this class into advance premium 
companies and assessment companies, and 
the latter into town and county compa- 
nies. The bill recognizes existing associ- 
ations and permits them to continue busi- 
ness after they have obtained a certificate 
of authority from the Superintendent. 

It is expected that seven bills before the 
Legislature the enactment of which would 
make effective the recommendations of 
Supt. W. H. Hotchkiss of the Insurance 
Department will be considered at a hear- 
ing to be given next week by the Assem- 
bly Insurance Committee.

GREATER PROSPERITY 


But Lackawanna’s President 
Condemns Federal Policy of 
Railroad Regulation. 


EARNINGS MUCH INCREASED 


Far Ahead of 1908 and Net Reswit Ex 
ceeds the Best Returns, Which 
Were in 1907. 


The report of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western Rafiroad for the year 
ended Dec. 81, 1909, shows an tnorease of 
18.51 per cent. in net revenue, less taxes, 
more than the previous year. President 
Truesdale reports earnings from all 
sources, with the exception of ocal, sub- 
stantially above those of 1908, though 
lower than earnings of 1907. 

Total revenue from operation amount- 
ed to $84,815,012, against $82,898,495 In 1908, 
and total expenses of $18,745,509 amounted 
to 58.84 per cent. of the gross return, 
leaving net revenues from operation of 
$16,069,501, against $14,274,840 in 1908. The 
increase in expenses was only .65 per cent., 
while net revenues from operations. in- 
creased 12.57 per cent. 

Additional income ts $8,478,000, an in- 
crease of $2,793,657 over this item in the 
previous year, largely due to the $2,544,- 
194 received for the company’s holdings 
of 37,000 shares of Lehigh Valley stock. 
The total income of $23,513,595 showed an 
increase of $4,588,404 over that item in 
the previous year, and after the payment 
Of $7,584,400 in charges and $5,831,586 in 
dividends left a balance surplus of §$10,- 
147,609, against $5,457,125 in 1908. 

While gross earnings did not quite equal 
those of 1907, the net results were ‘‘ some- 


what better than that year,’’ President 
Truesdale says. 


The Lackawanna’s President again crit- 
icises the Federal regulation which he was 
oné of the first to protest against when 
the Roosevelt, policies were in the making. 
He complains that the only increase of 
importance in general expenses was in 
salaries of clerks and general office ex- 
penses, due ‘“‘to new and elaborate re- 
ports and data required by the Federal 
and State authorities in connection with 
the details of the operations of the com- 
pany. These requirements are becoming 
more and more exacting and burdensome 
each year, and in many cases give in- 
formation that is apparently of Httle use 


Or value to either the officials who re- 
Quire it or to the public.” 

He also complains of the increase of 
$213,700 in taxes due in part to the neces- 
sity of showing the ‘‘amount payable 
from the year’s income under the new 
Federal corporation tax law, if the pro- 
visions of this law are finally upheld by 
the courts and the payment of the tax 
levied thereunder is enforced.” 

On this point he says: 

The State and local taxes levied against 
the railroads are now in many cases unduly 
burdensome, and the operations of the new 
Federal law referred to will materially in- 
crease this burden. In view of all the con- 
ditions surrounding railroad operations, it is 
difficult to regard this new law as cther 
than a most unjust one. 


Speaking generally of the Federal atti- 
tude toward railroads, President Trues- 
dale sees more trouble ahead. He gays: 


Notwithstanding the experience of 1907, 
and the great slump of business which fol- 
lowed the financial depression in the latcer 
part of that year, the results of which were 
most serious upon the rallroads of the coun- 
try and all industries and interests denend- 
ent upon them for their business and pros- 
perity, there still prevails a feeling in cer- 
tain quarters that the railroads need ad- 
ditional regulation and restraint through 
the enactment of laws that shal! further 
limit the control of the owners thereof 28 
respects the management and operation of 
their properties. 

In view of the past experience and presen* 
conditions, it ts difficult to understand why 
this should be required. As a matter of 
fact, no adequate or convincing reasons have 
been given why {t should be necessary. The 
only reason that can be urged—as in fact 
the only one that can be given—is “hat the 
exigencies of the political situation require 
it. It is certainly most unfortunate that 
the great and valuable railroad properties 
of this country should be made the shuttle- 
cock of the game of politics. It cannot be 
questioned that if this policy {s puraueg it 
must eventually result disastrously to the 
railroads of the country and all tnteres‘s 
dependent uvon them. 

The various interests located in the terri- 
tory served by this railroad are prosperous 
and apparently satisfied with conditions as 
they are.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Trading Much Concentrated. 


The total sales on the Stock Hxchange 
yesterday amounted to 883,557 shares, the 
smallest total this year, the smallest, in 
fact, recorded at any time in the last six 
months. The three most active stocks of 
the session—Reading, United States Steel, 
and Union Pacifio—supplied more than 
200,000 shares—that is, considerably more 
than half the total in all stocks. There 
were 127 issues dealt in, but only 7 of 
these appeared in the lst for as much 
as 10,000 shares, and, counting these 7, 
there were only 84 stocks all told which 
were dealt in to the extent of as much as 
1,000 shares. There were 83 stocks in 
which the sales were limited to a single 
hundred shares. A record such as this 
indicates a lack of public interest tim the 
market, and even of any widespread in- 
terest among professional traders. 


Norfolk & Western Financing. 


Norfolk & Western, it was reported yes- 
terday, may soon do some financing 
through a further issue of bonds of one 
of the issues already authorized. The Di- 
rectors are expected to meet to-day, but 
whether they will announce a new issue 
at this time is not definitely known. 
Banking interests which have shared in 
most of the recent Norfolk & Western 
financing disclaimed knowledge yesterday 
of any purpose of putting out an issue 
of bonds in the immediate future. There 
has been relatively Httle financing done 
by the railroads in recent months, and 
some issues which were expected last 
month have not yet been offered. Mean- 
while there has been some improvement 
in the general tone of the bond market, 
and the expectation is that the roads 
which have waited will find a better mar- 
ket for bonds than if they had gone into 
the market a few weeks ago. 


Market at a Standstill. 

At the luncheon hour yesterday trading 
on the floor of the Stock Exchange came 
almost to a standstill. Between noon and 
1 o’clock the total transactions, including 
the sales in the three or four stocks in 
which a semblance of activity is main 
tained, amounted only to 22,000 shares, 
the smallest hour’s trading recorded so 
far this year. The price changes during 
this time were as negligible as the volume 
of transactions themselves, prices either 
changing not at all or only by small 
fractions. Traders found nothing Im the 
condition of the market to make it worth 
while to give close attention to ft, and a 
majority of them were content when the 
noon hour came to leave the market td 
take care of itself. In the absence of 
traders’ transactions the dealings dropped 
to a very low ebb.

In the absenoe 
of specific information on this point, 
however, there were some who surmised 
that the recent increase fn activity and 
strength of American Telephone was not 
unconnected with the effort of bankers to 
market the stock formerly held by the 
Mackay Companies.

Time Checks for Land Appraisers Here-

Corporation Counsel Watson began. yes- 
terday the reforms for economy in the 
expenditures on the new Catskill water 
Syetem directed by the Mayor by remov- 
ing seventy-nine of the high-salaried men 
employed in the condemnation work. All 
but three were appraisers. The exceptions 
were John T. Maher, William J, Con- 
ners’s secretary in charge of the head- 
quarters of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee at Albany; David W. Sweet of 
Newburg, 8nd Oscar Jacobs of Kingston, 
employed as clerks to the appraisers. 

It was regarded as significant that near- 
ly all of the men removed are ‘‘ Conners 
men’’ who cbtained their jobs through 
the McCleilnn-Conners political agreement 
of last year. The Mayor and the Corpora- 
tion Counse! denied there was any polit- 
ical significance in the removals, but

ONE MAN MAY NOT RECOVER 





H. S. Higbie and L. H. Lord Both Un- 
conscious in Jersey City Hospital— 
Shooting Unprovoked, Friends Say. 





Harrison S. Higbie and Leslie H. Lord 
of Newark, N. J., Yale and Princeton 
graduates, respectively, and members of 
their university clw®s in this city, were 
shot down and dangerously, if not fatal- 
ly, wounded on a local train of the Jersey 
Central Railroad early yesterday morning 
by a negro who made his escape. 

Chief Larkin of the Jersey City police 
got a telegram from Chief Sylvester of 
the Washington police early this morning 
telling him that William Boyd, a Pullman 
porter suspected of the shooting, had 
been arrested on the arrival of the train 
in Washington at 12:22 o’clock. The train 
left Jersey City at 7 o'clock. Boyd's 
home is in Jersey City, and he ig arrested 
On suspicion. 


Both young men, who are socially prom- 


inent in Newark, are now in the City Hos- 
pital, Jersey City, where Higbie’s life 
hangs by a thread. Lord’s w ound, a bul- 
let hole through the right lung, is not so 
serious, but he is far from being out of 
danger. The shooting, according to the 
two companions of the wounded men, was 
without provocation, 
allowed the negro to get away after hav- 
ing thrown him off the train and over the 
Station platform railing,\ where the train 
had come to a stop, undér the impression 
that the shots had gone wild.

Mrs, Rice Is to Corral ’Em with the 
Editors—-Why There'll Be No Trust. 


Mrs. Isaac L. Rice says that a correct 
characterization of the new salon of 
poets and other literary persons which 
will meet monthly in her apartments at 
the Ansonia would be “A bit of Paris 
transplanted to New York.”’ 

‘No, it isn’t a poet’s union,” said Mrs. 
Rice last night quite emphatically, ai- 


though she is President of tne Society for 
the Suppression of ,Unnecessary Noise. 
* How absurd!” 

“Of course not,’’ echoed Miss Muriel 
Rice, still in her ‘teens, who admits she 
writes peerey, but shows none of the 
usual ill effects. Miss Rice read one of 
her own poems at the first meeting of 
the salon Tuesday evening. 

*“*T remarked last night that, since the 
price of poultry had gone up, the price 
of poetry might be the subject of an 
increased price—a joke,’’ remarked Isaac
